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DETAILED ACTION 
Election/Restrictions 

1 . Applicant's election with traverse of Group I including claims 1 -8 in Paper 
No. 8 is acknowledged. The traversal is on the ground(s) that the 
interdependence of the independent claims is such that there is in fact a common 
invented concept. This is not found persuasive because the different inventions 
group I, claims 1-8, is directed to a ribbon element for a loudspeaker and 
classified in class 381 subclass 431; group II, claims 9-10, is directed to a 
loudspeaker system with a filter circuit and classified in class 381 subclass 111; 
and group III, claim 1 1 , is directed to a loudspeaker module with a different 
construction from group I and classified in class 381 subclass 408. Moreover, 
these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and have acquired a 
separate status in the art as shown by their different classification, restriction for 
examination purposes as indicated is proper. 

The requirement is still deemed proper and is therefore made FINAL. 

Specification 

2. The abstract of the disclosure is objected to because it is not a whole in a 
single paragraph of 150 words or less.
